3. (Amended) The synchronous data transmission system according to claim 
1 , which further comprises a clock synchronizing means for synchronizing clocks 
generated in the sampling clock generators in the first and second terminals. 

4. (Amended) The synchronous data transmission system according to claim 
1 , which further comprises a frequency difference eliminating means for eliminating the 
frequency difference between the clocks generated in the sampling clock generators in 
the first and second terminals. 
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5. (Amended) The synchronous data transmission system according to claim 
1, wherein a synchronous data transmission line is connected to the data generators 
and the data reproducers in the first and second terminals. 

Please add the following new claims: 

1 1 . (New) The synchronous data transmission system according to claim 2, 
which further comprises a clock synchronizing means for synchronizing clocks 
generated in the sampling clock generators in the first and second terminals. 

12. (New) The synchronous data transmission system according to claim 2, 
which further comprises a frequency difference eliminating means for eliminating the 
frequency difference between the clocks generated in the sampling clock generators in 
the first and second terminals. 

13. (New) The synchronous data transmission system according to claim 2, 
wherein a synchronous data transmission line is connected to the data generators and 
the data reproducers in the first and second terminals.
